The Bryan 
feeling was strong but the telegram declar- 
ing he would not accept the nomination 
Tendered the situation chaotic. 


An Early Bturt. 


Cyclone Davis and other* however, in- 


sisted that Bryan could not refuse and if 
he did the responsibility for disaiter at 
polls would rest on the Democrat* and 
not the Populist*. Senator Allen called 
the convention to order at 9.35. 


After the invocation a Connecticut dele- 


gate arose and protested against any 
further display of oratory with the state- 
ment that it was time to get down to 
business which wa* loudly applauded. 
The chairman announced the selection of 
members of the national committee and 
the notification committee. 


The Br»w JU*d Btown Oat. 


There was no music, the sergeant-at- 


arms said, the contract with the musicians 
had espired. "Good," feebly shouted the 
weary delegates, "Glad of it." The chair- 
man called for nominations for President. 


PrematlBsr !(«•«•. 


Judge Greene of Nebraska took the 


•tose to nominate Bryan. 
Ha had not 


named the candidate however before 
a Texas delegate interrupted on the point 
of order that the states must be called 
alphabetically for nominations. 
The 


chairman sustained the point. 


Green was driven off the stage by the 


ruling but the convention resented it and 
on 
motion of 
an Arkansas dele_ 


gate the rule was suspended. Green was 
recalled but did not place Bryan in nomi- 
nation, however, General Weaver doing 
to formally. 


B*dlana Let Loose Over Bryam. 


Weaver in opening his remarks asked 


the convention not to applaud and the 
delegates listened quietly. But when he 
concluded naming Bryan the convention 
broke loose. 
Delegates jumped upon 


chairs and waved flags, handkerchiefs, 
coats and hats in wild confusion. A big 
crayon portrait ol the Nebraska states- 
man was carried into the hall and down 
one of the side aisles. 


A BlMpbemona ttceiie. 


Four men carried a big yellow cross 


surmounted with a crown of thorns. On 
it were the words with which Bryan 
closed his Chicago speech. 
"You shall 


not place a crown of thorns upon the 
brow of labor; you shall not crucify man- 
kind on a cross of gold." 


Banners and state guidons led by the 


crow were born upon the platform where 
they were danced for live minutes to the 
delegates delight. While the demonstra- 
tion was at its height a thousand copies 
erf the "Bryan Silver March" were flung 
into the air and fell 111 clouds upon the 
frantic delegates. 


When quiet had been restored after 


seventeen minutes of bedlam, General 
Field of Virginia, General Weaver's run- 
ning mate in 1892, hobbled forward on 
crutches and moved to suspend the rules* 
and make Bryan's nomination unanimous. 
Ti-e convention rose almost eu-masse, but 
»t eve the cheers upon cheer* came the 
•harp cry of the Texas men, "No."

Allen declared the motion carried. Pro- 


lefts vm» made and the chairman decided 
U> allow the call of states.

The chairman stated the question to be 
on the motion to suspend the rules and 
nominate Bryan by acclamation. He 
•aid delegate* could vote on the call for 
any one they wished to. This provoked 
another storm of protests and a wild 
scene of turmoil and confusion was again 
started.

Cator of California seconded Bryan's 


nomination. Tracey of Texas asked Ca- 
tor a question the latter declined to 
spend and was greeted with cries "Gag 
Law." Delegate Hines of Georgia ex- 
pressed the opinion that Bryan would ac- 
cept the nomination on the Populists 
platform and predicted a glorious virtory 
for Bryan and Watson. 


Claggett of Idaho seconded Bryan and 


said the election of McKinley meant the 
continuance of Shylocks' rule, it would in- 
crease the standing army and cud in 
bloody revolution. 
Taubeneck said in 


case Bryan was nominated he felt he 
could pledge every Populist vote in Illi- 
nois. The chairman of the Indiana dele- 
gation seconded Bryan.

Calamity Welter for Iowa protested 


against fusion with the Democrats. Jerry 
Simpson seconded Bryan for Kansas. 
Louisiana yielded to Colorado and Mrs. 
Minerva Roberts took the platform and 
made the most eloquent speech of the 
convention seconding Bryan. 


When she finished the convention roie 


and cheered and delegates besieged her 
on all sides with cangratulatlon. Call o 
New York spoke in place of Maine. He 
opposed what he termed the marriage of 
Populists and Democracy. 
Call closed 


placing Colonel Norton of Illinois in nom- 
inatian. He eulogized Norton as a phil- 
anthropist, a man of the people and a 
pioneer in the cause of reform. 


Sulpbsmns Wind. 


Maryland seconded Bryan declaring the 


state's vote was pledged for the "Only 
man nominated by the people of the 
United States In half a century." 


Delegate 
Brown of Massachusetts 


declared that the issue in the coming 
campaign was whether to voto for "Bryan 
and silver or McKlnley, hell and damna- 
tion." Michigan followed for Bryan. 


Bryan likely to be nominated before six 


o'clock.

DENVER, Col., July 25.—Up to this 


morning the number of lives known to 
have been lost in tbe great floods whicli 
swept the tow as of Morrison and Golden 
in the Foot hills near Denver last night 
bad reached twenty-five, with another 
person fatally injured. 


Many who perished at Morrison were 


campers in Bear Creek Canon. 
There 


were many more campers in that vicinity 
and it is feared the loss of life will prove 
much greater than is now known. 


Some reports say that when Bear Creek 


is explored it will be found that no lets 
than 60 have perished.

THE DRURY FENCE. 


The Trustees are Expected to Find the 


Boundary Lines. 


The regular meeting of the school board 


was held Friday evening and the repairs 
which have been made and those yet to 
be made were considered in detail. The 
much needed fence for the Drury grounds 
was a matter which was considered at 
some length and the discussion ended by 
the selection of a committee which will 
confer with the trustees of Drury in re- 
gard to the establishment of the exact 
boundary line. 


A fence is most essential and the board 


wishes to have it built as soon as possible > 
yet it is not considered a wise plan to 
build It on the lines of the old fence, 
which it has been learned, did not mark 
tbe true boundary. The trustees will be 
asked to locate the lines and then the 
fence will be placed in position by the 
school board. It is now thought that a 
woven wire fence will be more suitable 
than a wooden fence.

Kim Tree Beetle*. 


Professor Smith, entomologist of the 


New Jersey state station, has f onnd that 
the elm tree beetles are vulnerable to 
stomach poisons, and he makes his ex- 
terminator orf the following formula; 
A pound of pans green or london pur- 
ple mixed with 160 gallons of water; 
add a sufficient quantity of stone or 
shell lime, a pound for each pound of 
the poison. IB older to give better ad- 
hesive qualities, add 2 quarts of glucose 
or thick molasses to every 100 gallons 
of mixture. When tbe water and lime 
have come to the boiling point, put in 
the poisons. This formula will have no 
bad effect upon the trees, for the soluble 
arsenic is nentraliiid b£ tfc* Hm».:

CAFE TOWN, July 25.—The bouie of as 


sembly has unanimously adopted the re- 
port of tbe select committee on the sub. 
ject of the Jameson raid at Johannesburg. 
The report finds that Cecil Rnodes, who 
at the time was the priemier of Cape 
Colony, was fully acquainted with the 
preparations for the raid and that Alfred 
Beit, director of the British. South Africa 
company, Dr. Jameson, Rutherford and 
Harris were also directors and active pro- 
moters of the raid. 


The report further declares there Is no 


evidence that Rhodes Intended to have the 
Pitsani force invade the transvaal unin- 
vited, but that at the same time there 
was absence of peremptory command 
from Rhodes forbidding the raid. Rhodes 
and Harris, ft is alleged, drafted the tele- 
gram containing the prohibitory com 
mand but the message was never dis- 
patched. 


In view of these facto the report says 


the committee cannot acquit Rhodes of 
responsibility. The report alleges thatall 
funds for the raid were contributed by 
the British South Africa company with 
the knowledge of their London office, the 
money being afterwards refunded by 
Rhodes. Closing the committee says the 
conclusion is forced upon them that the 
conduct of Rhodes was not consistent with 
his duty as the premier of Cape Colony.

Home for the Blind, at Hartford, Conn.,

and glee club composed entirely of blind 
people will add variety to the program, 
and those who attend will enjoy a most 
pleasing entertainment and at the same 
time contribute to a worthy cause.

McDonnell examined 
the teeth and found them in good con- 
dition. 


It was learned that the horse had been 


given nothing but wheat brand to eat, and 
yet Madison had required hard work and 
long-distance drives dally. 
That the 


horse was beinj starved to death Mr. 
Robertson is confident, and he and Madi- 
son had an immediate understanding as 
to the care of the horse in the future.

Payers. 


REAL AND PERSONAL VALUATION. 


A Very Substantial Gain Over Last Year. 


Big Increase In the Number of Polls. 


The T*x Rite. Other Facts of 


Interest. 


The assessors have arrived at the val- 


uation of property in North Adams, the 
number of polls and the tax rate for 1S96, 
and a few figures from their books will 
bo found of interest to all our citizens at 
this time. 


The -value of personal property is 


$1,459,980, against fl,279,7SO in 1895,-a 
gain of $179,200. 


Resident bank shares, |193,812, against 


|197,666 in 1895,—a gain of f746 


Real estate, $6,150,695, against |5,851,105 


in 1895,-a gain of f 299,490. 


This makes the total gain in the value 


of personal property and real estate over 
last year {479,436. This is a very substan- 
tial increase, and n this connection it 
must be remembered that there has been 
removed from the list of taxable property 
the Sanford Blaokinton residence, which 
has been presented to the city for a pub- 
lic library; the former residence of A. C. 
Houghton, which is now owned by the 
Young Men's Christian association; the 
city hall property; the Henry J. Whitney 
homestead on Holden street, now owned 
by tbe Grand Army Benevolent associa- 
tion; the normal school lot and land pur- 
chased for school house sites at Brayton- 
vllle and Veazie street,—property which 
would have been assessed for at least 
$70,000, so that to clearly show the in- 
crease in valuation |70,000 must be added 
to the total gain given above. The large 
additions, to the Eclipse and Beaver mills 
have helped substantially to swell the 
list of new taxable property. 


Tbe number of polls this year is 5,310, 


against 4,768 In 1895, a gain of 
542. 


The council voted to raise by taxation 


$286,920, leas the 
anticipated receipt*, 


which amount to f 106,000, leaving flSO,. 
020 to be actually raised by taxation. 
This makes a tax rate of $22 on 11,000, or 
(19.80 in every cose where the 10 per cent 
discount is saved by the payment of taxes 
on or before October 1. Last year the 
rate was (23 on flOOO- 


In 1895 only |141,782 was raised, but the 


increase this year is partly due to the 
fact that the appropriations must cover 
the expenses of the city from the time 
the city government was inaugurated, 
January 6, to the 1st of next April, a 
period of fifteen months.

WHY NOT HAVE FREE COINAGE O PIG 


IRON ? HOW IT WAS DEMONETIZED. 


THE PEOPLE'S LOSS. 


Some people may not be aware that pig- 


iron was once demonetized as money. 
Some people may not see the folly of the 
bilver argument that 53 cents can be made 
a dollar (equal to a gold dollar) by the 
government's merely stamping it as sucn, 
till they see that the fallacious silver 
argument of the "ablest" silver advocates 
imd leaders applies to iron or any other 
•ubstance as well and as loeically as to 
(diver. 
We therefore quote a writer in 


the Boston News Bureau, who shows up 
the silver argument, when he says: 


I accept the arguments of the advo- 


cates of silver and ngree with their rem- 
edy as far as it goes. However, it doe* 
not go far enough. Let us have plenty of 
remedy—in fact, enough to make debt 
and poverty things of the past-relics of 
the dark ages. I am in favor of the free 
i.nd unlimited coinage of pig iron at a ra- 
tio of 16 tol with gold by the United 
Slates alone, independently of all nations, 
,.ndcanpro\ebythe best authority ob- 
tainable that such a policy on the part of 
the United States will "raise prices." "put 
plenty of money in circulation," and give 
the "honest debtor a chance to pay his 
debts," thereby making the whole coun- 
try prosperous. 


Now, in the first place it may be urged 


by some "who do not understand the sub- 
ject of standards of value" that a free 
coinage act for iron would not raise its 
price to a ratio of 16 to 1 with gold. To 
them I reply that "the stamp of thii gov; 
eminent" and the "legal tender qualities' 
ol the iron dollar could instantly mak« the 
bullion value of pig iron the same as the 
mint value. "For who would part with 
an ounce of this precious metal for any- 
thing less than the mint value?" (Stew- 
art, Jones and Bryan.) 


Again, it may be urged that our mints 


would be over-crowded with pig iron. I 
reply "that the price of pig iron having 
been raised from |7.SO a ton to a ratio of 
16 to 1 with «old the world over, no one 
would especially care to carry it to the 
mints, since the mint price could be ob- 
tained anywhere in the open market." 
(Atlanta Constitution). 


Next, it may be urged that gold and sil- 


ver would go out of circulation. I reply, 
first, "This is a mere assumption of the 
tools of the money power w hich they can- 
not verify" (Atlanta Constitution); sec- 
ond, "Suppose gold and silver do go out 
of circulation, is there not plenty of pig 
iron to take their place and give the peo- 
ple plenty of money!" (Bryan); and third, 
"Such an assumption mixes the idea of 
circulating medium and standard of value, 
that gold and silver would still be poten- 
tial money metals, though not in circula- 
lation, and would lend their help toward 
raising prices and causing general pros- 
perity" (Crisp). 


Then, again it may be urged against the 


pig iron standard of value that wages 
would not rise in proportion to prices. 
The reply is, "Wages would be compelled 


i to rise, since no man would be fool enough 


to work for fl a day who could make 
$1000 per day picking up rusty nails and 
old horseshoes and carrying them to the 


1 mint for coinage" (Hull). 


The "crime" of demonetizing pig iron 


took place about 2200 years ago, when cer- 
tain "goldclaters" and "silverites," in 
order to increase the purchasing power of 
their ill-gotten wealth, secretly, and "like 


i thieves in the night," got the demonetiza- 


tion act pawed repealing the good old free 
coinage act of Lycurgus. "Today China 
is the only country on earth honest enough 
to coin iron, and there the happy laborer 
can carry home the wages of his honest 
toil in a wheelbarrow" (Atlanta Constitu- 
tion). 


A ruinous fall in price followed the de- 


monetization of iron and has continued 
for upward of 2000 years. • I have calcu- 
lated the losses entailed upon the honest 
people of this world by that ruthless act, 
but the figures are so enormous I fear a 
revolution will ensue If the people learn 
how greatly they have been robbed. But 
facts are facts, and the best way to right 
a wrong is to meet it squarely. "That loss 
to f21,000,000.000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000." 
—(Coin's Financial School). 


In conclusion, I insist that the free coin- 


Age of pig iron will do everything that is 
claimed for silver and infinitely more. The 
people will be rich and prosperous. The 
•nee poor man can pay his debts with hi* 
•M stove. Railroads can declare divi- 


dends on old rails and worn-out rolling 
stock. The small boy can pick up old 
nails and horseshoes enough to support 
his family. In flue, poverty and debt can 
no longer exist.

It ought to be plain to all thoughtful 


and patriotic Republicans that the time 
has c ome when it m absolutely necessary 
for nil good citizens to drop, for the 
time being, partisanship, and work to- 
gether earnestly and intelligently for 
the common good.

WATER IN HOT WEATHER. 


Dancers From the TJse of Ice Water—Mod- 


erately Hard Water Favored. 


Ice water—that ia, water in which 


ice is constantly melting—should be 
drank with caution and an understand- 
ing of it* true dangers. These, as point- 
ed out by a writer in the New York 
Times, are, first, the sudden flooding ot 
the stomach with a large quantity of toy 
fluid when the body is oppressed with 
heat. The half pint or more of ice water 
drunk rapidly cannot fail to cause a 
chill Second, when the fluid ia tak- 
en profusely, it may drive the blood to 
the brain and through the capillaries in 
ench excess as to occasion congestion. 
The third and more remote danger from 
the use of ice water is from infected ice. 
Freezing does not always destroy poi- 
sonous germs, as boiling does. Pure wa- 
ter placed in an icebox, in A covered 
pitcher or stoppered carafe, will become 
cool enough to drink in a short time. 
Borne of the improved refrigerators con- 
tain a porcelain water tank for main- 
taining a continuous supply of cool 
drinking water. 
Water in a poroni 


earthen jar, placed in a draft of air, 
will rapidly cool to a pleasant tempera- 
ture, finch porous jars are now sold in 
the oriental stores in all our large cities. 
Cool water slowly drunk may be taken 
freely and at comparatively short in- 
tervals. Small bits of ice can be eaten 
without injury. A sharp pain at ,the 
back of the neck, at the base of the 
brain, or at the suprnorbitaf* spaces, 
above the eyes, indicates a chill of the 
nerves, and warns against further eat- 
ing of ice or drinking of. ice water. It 
is like eating ices and sherbets. The 
safety lies in the length of time occu- 
pied in consuming the fluid. 


Not only in ice, bat in water, must 


we look for sewage contamination. 
Sometimes the parent in appearance is 
dangerous from this cause. The simplest 
test is that of Heisoh—put a teaspoon- 
fnl of pure loaf sugar in a clear, glass 
stoppered bottle; add about half A pint 
of the water to be tested; close the bot- 
tle, shake it to dissolve the sugar, and 
place it in a sunny window for two 
days. If there is any milky or cloudy 
appearance, the water may be considered 
impure ;> if it remains clear, it may be 
used without anxssty. 


Filtering will remove solid impurities 


from water, but to overcome poisononr 
conditions only boiling will suffice. Aa 
some persons consider boiled water in- 
sipid, it may be aerated by rapidly 
pouring it from one pitcher to another 
in an atmosphere free from dust. The 
Japanese or Chinese Water coolers pro- 
tect drinking water from all contamina- 
tion by dust or the air and also keep 
cracked ioe urunelted for a long time. 
The manufactured ice now in general 
use ie free from germs of disease and 
may be need safely with distilled or fil- 
tered water. 


Of the well and spring waters, the 


soft contain potash and soda. The hard 
waters contain lime, magnesia, the 
phosphates and sulphates; they are 
to disturb the digestive organs, 
boiling hard water the objectionable 
elements can be precipitated and the 
pure water may then be poured from 
the sediment. From a sanitary point of 
view, pure, moderately hard waters are 
brighter, clearer and cooler than soft 
waters and less apt to absorb organic 
life or contagion of any sort. The lime 
in small quantity is wholesome. Gov- 
ernment commissions In Europe have 
decided on moderately hud water M 
favoring longevity, according to the au- 
thority quoted.

having spoken disrespectfully of his I'.ttle 
sister, whom I keep by me in spirits of 
wine, and in many other instances behave.? 
himself undutifully toward me, I do din- 
inherit and wholly cut off from any putt 
of this my personal estate by giving Mm 
a single cockleshell," and so on,—Temple 
Bar. 


Eplston That OateU Birds. 


W. J. Rainbow, an Australian natural- 


let, gives a description of tho large bird 
entrapping spiders of his country. Repre- 
sentatives of this genus abound in tropical 
and subtropical regions. Their webs are 
composed of two kinds of silk—one yellow, 
exceedingly viscid and elastic, the other 
white, dry and somewhat brittle. The lat- 
ter is used for the framework of the web, 
the guys and radii, and the former for the 
concentric rings. 


These snares are at varied heights, some- 


tomes within reach, again 10 to 19 f:et 
from the ground, but always in a position 
exposed to the rays of the sun. The diame- 
ter is also variable, from about 8 feet up- 
ward. One seen by Graffe in tha Fiji is- 
lands constructs a web 80 feet In diame- 
ter. These snares an strong enough to en- 
trap email birds. In the author's opinion 
tho web is not set for such game, and the 
spider does not feed en her ornithological 
victim. In the case where she has been ob- 
served with her fangs in the body of the 
ensnared bird it is probable that It Is for 
tha purpose of hastening the death of the 
bird in order to prevent its injuring the 
web in Its struggles to escape. Spiders of 
the gonna nephila are easily tamed. Al- 
though exceedingly voracious, they can 
exist for many days without food or water. 
—Spn Francisco Chronicle.

Seated amid the palms and shrubberies 


ot the St. Charles hotel roof garden, with 
the soft vapor of after dinner cigars form- 
ing a luminous haze about than, they 
wen discussing the liberality and ohana 
of American hospitality. 
"Some years 


ago," said Mr. W. T. Jones when It came 
MB turn,'' many of yon will remember that 
an Englishman with more money than sa- 
gaeity built a magnificent hotel at Cum- 
berland Gap. There was nothing In par- 
ticular to recommend the place. It was 
out of the line for traveling men and pos- 
sessed no attractions for tourists; but, noth- 
ing daunted by these deficiencies, the Eng- 
lishman made of it a veritable palace.

For In the very 
heart of this land of the free his train was 
stopped by "road agants," its express car 
was rifled of its contents and the robbers 
got off with their booty scot free. What 
realistic accounts he must have carried 
home and how he will corroborate every 
account of robbery and disaster which he 
ceefl in the London papers!—Rev. Dr.

Watering Bones. 


It used to be the rule to keep bones 


from drinking at noon or night after 
they had been working through the 
forenoon or afternoon nntil they had 
eaten their feed and had cooled down. 
This was consirlered necessary In order 
to prevent injury from taking cold water 
•while the aystem IB heated. Bnt this i* 
cruel to the horses, as they cannot eat 
what they should if they are parched 
with thirst. Tbe better way is to give 
each horse in the middle of the forenoon 
a pail of water into which a small quan- 
tity of oatmeal has been stirred. This 
will refresh and invigorate the horse 
without doing any injury and will pre- 
vent him from being injured by drink- 
ing freely at noontime. The drink, being 
nourishing, rallies the strength and en- 
ables the animal to do a great amount 
of -work without failure.—American 
Cultivator. 


Late PMato Bllcht. 


, Easily recognized symptoms ot tht 
late blight are: The sudden blackening 
of large patches in mature leaves and 
a peculiar odor in the potato field that 
is given off by the decaying tissue oi 
the leaves. 
It was formerly 
sup- 


posed that in order to have the use o( 
the bordeaux mixture in the potato field 
successful the treatment most begin bo- 
fora there was a general outbreak of the 
blight in the field. Experience at the 
Rhode Island station last season indi- 
cated that the supposition is incorrect. 
The treatment of the vines was deferred 
until after there was a general outbreak 
of the trouble that followed the heavy 
rain on July 4. Bniny weather made it 
necessary to spray the vines three times 
during the first five dayi after the treat- 
ment began in order to keep them well 
covered with the mixture. During the 
remainder of the season the vines were 
sprayed four times. With this treat- 
ment the blight did not injure tbe crop 
appreciably. 


Reservoirs IB Nebraska. 


3. A. Ford tells in The Irrigation 


that reservoirs are easily and cheaply 
.constructed. They are made by throw- 
ing np embankments of earth to the 
height of from six to eight feet; then 
the water is pumped in, and cattle or 
horses are turned in and driven about 
nntil the bottom and sides are thor- 
oughly puddled. Sometimes heavy clay 
is hauled from some clay bed or bank 
and thrown ever the bottom and sides. 
Again, the farmers hitch their hones to 
a drag or scraper and drive the team 
around within until the bottom and 
sides are securely packed and made 
water tight.

TOM WATSOS OF GEORGIA CHOSE5

Caused • Sensation. 


St. I-onis, Jnly »6.—When Senator 


Allen, the permanent chairman, called 
the people's party convention to 
order for the third day's session at 10 
a. m. there were about 590 per- 
sons in the 
galleries 
and 
the 


delegates were nearly all present. On 
the platform 
were ex-Oev. Waite, 


Senator Feffer and Mrs. Helen Gougar. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. TV. G. Wil- 
liams of the Union Methodist church. 
Mrs. Marion Todd of Michigan an- 
nounced the death of Mrs. E. M. Pen- 
nington, who was a worker in the sil- 
ver cause, and the convention passed 
resolutions of regret at her death. A. 
A. Noe of Ohio -presented to Chairman 
Allen a gavel containing sixteen ounces 
of silver and one of gold. John S. 
Dore of California created something 
of a sensation by declaring that the 
rules of the Omaha convention, pro- 
hibiting federal 
officeholders 
from 


taking part in deliberations of the 
populist convention, should be on- 
forced. His protest 
was evidently 


aimed at Senators Butler and Allen, 
the temporary and permanent chair- 
men. 
He was applauded by some of 


the "middle-of-the-road" men, but no 
action nas taken. 


Conference Committee Appointed. 


The committee to confer with a 


similar committee -from the silver con- 
vention was then appointed, one mem- 
ber from each state except Texas, 
•which refused to be represented. The 
committee immediately retired to meet 
the silverites. 
Th« regular prder was 


then called for. This was the reading 
of the minority report of the commit- 
tee on rules, recommending a change 
in the order of nominations so as to 
name the candidate for vice-president 
before a presidential candidate was 
nominated, a move of the "middle-of- 
the-road" men. A motion was made to I 
lay the report on the table. Elweed | 
Pomeroy of New Jersey took the plat- 
form and explained the differences be- 
tween the two factions of the commit- 
tee on rules. Ignatius Donnelly of 
Minnesota 
protested 
against the 


proposition to allow the candidate "to 
select the national chairman and was 
cheered by the "straightouts." E< O. 
Brown of Massachusetts defended the 
minority. 


Roll of State* Called. 


The roll of states, after 
much 


•wangling, was then ordered called on 
the proposition to substitute the mi- 
nority for the majority report. 
A i 


scene of great confusion ensued, which I 
delayed the proceedings some time. The ' 
official vote was for the minority, 7815; 
for the majority, 615, and the report 
was declared adopted. 
Gen. Weaver 


of Iowa then read the platform. There 
was very little applause. 
Jaeob S. 


Coxey followed with the reading of a 
minority report on the platform. Mr. 
Keaby of Texas presented another 
minority 
report, which 
Chairman 


Allen read. A third minority report 
was presented by B. Vallette of Rhode 
Island, but it was so evidently a para- 
phrase of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence that the delegates howled in 
derision. 
Mr. Vailette became so 


angry and excited that the chairman 
ordered him to leave the platform. He 
refused; his removed by force was 
ordered. 
Three policemen dragged 


him from the platform. 
Delegates 


and the sergeants-at-arms interfered, 
•nd lie was rescued from the police 
and escorted to his seat. Thus com- 
parative quiet was once more restored. j 
The 
majority platform 
was then 1 


adopted. All amendments were laid 
on the table. Several motions to take 
a recess were voted down. 


Recess Taken. 


A motion to call the states for nomi- 


nations for vice-president was carried 
amid applause at 4:30 p. m., but the 
notion was reconsidered, and at 4:33 
adjournment was taken till 6 p. m. 


THE NIGHT SESSION. 


Tom Watson of Georgia Nominated for 


Vice-president After a Spirited Contest. 
When the convention reassembled at 


0:35 p. m., it was noticed that many of 
the delegates had their gripsacks with 
them, indicating that they had given 
up their rooms in hotels and lodging 
houses, believing that the night would 
see the convention closed. There was 
a large attendance of visitors when the 
convention was called to order by 
Chairman Allen. The report of the 
conference committee containing the 
platform and proceedings of the silver 
convention was read. 
There were 


several attempts to head it off by 
calling for the regular order and 
when the conclusion was reached to 
the effect that Bryan had been nomi- 
nated by the silverites, there was ter- 
rific applause. The report was referred 
to committee on rules. 


Nomination* lor Vlee-Presldent. 


Amid the greatest tumult and disor- 


der the chair finally succeeded in an- 
nouncing that the order was the 
placing before the convention, names 
of the candidates for the vice-presi- 
dential nomination. Col. Baum cf 
Alabama named Harry Skinner ef 
North Carolina. Congressman Howard 
of Alabama placed congressman Tom 
Watson's name in nomination. Great 
cheering greeted the presentation of 
Watson's name. Lafe Pence, former- 
ly of Colorado, but representing New 
York, then mounted the platform and 
named Arthur Bewail of Maine for tin 
vice- presidential 
nomination. 
His 


•peech was greeted with cheers and 
applause throughout, and at its close 
there was a big demonstration by the 
Bryan contingent 
J. R. Sovereign of 


the K. of L., a delegate from Arkansas, 
seconded the nomination of Congress- 
man Watson. The nomination was 
also 
seconded by 
Asbury 
John- 


son of 
California and J. E. Mur- 


phy of Georgia. Murphy declared 
that Watson was a greater orator than 
Bryan. L. H. Weller, known as "Ca- 
lamity" Weller of Iowa, presented the 
name of Frank Bnrkett of Mississippi. 
Mr. Calhoun of Iowa stated that Mr. 
Weller represented only a small 
minority in hit state and that the 


majority had no candidate. W. A. 
Harris of Kansas seconded the nomi- 
nation of Sewall. He said the election 
of Bryan and Sewall, if endorsed hen, 
would mean a victory for the populist 
party, Frank Doster of Kansas sec- 
onded "Watson's nomination and said 
that his selection by this convention 
would be followed by the withdrawal 
of Sewall from the democratic ticket 
Capt. Burham of Tennessee nominated 
A. L. Minims of Tennessee. 


Maine Oppoies SewalL 


When,Maine was called Prof. Alfred 


A. Bateman, populist candidate for 
governor of that state, took the plat- 
form and protested in the name of his 
state against the nomination of Sewall. 
He declared that Sewall never was a 
greenbacker and that he has not one 
partiele of sympathy with the people's 
party except in one item of silver. He 
declared that Bewail cut down the 
wages of the workingmen on the Maine 
Central railroad 10 per cent, while he 
was president of that 
coporation. 


"«»ny man who couples the name of 
Arthur Sewall with that of Peter 
Cooper," he said, "puts infamy on the 
Immortal dead." He said the populists 
of Maine will support any one but 
Arthur Sewall. He then placed in 
nomination Mann Page of Virginia. 


Michigan Delegate Hissed. 


8, D. Walton, of Georgia, a colored 


delegate, took the platform amid great 
cheering. He attached the Bourbon 
democracy. He made one of the best 
speeches of the evening, and seconded 
the nomination of congressman Tom 
Watson. Frank M. Fogg of Michigan 
took the platform and said he and four 
others from Miohigan were for Bryan, 
and the rest of the Michigan delegates 
seem to be principally for MoKinley. 
He was loudly hissed. He supported 
Sewall for vice-president. When Ne- 
braska was called George Abbott took 
the platform, and after stating that he 
did represent the entire delegation 
said he would keep faith with the 
south, and seconded the nomination of 
Tom Wat*m. The chairman of th- 
Nebraska delegation stated that Ne- 
braska had no candidate of her own 
to present, and no choice among those 
who had been named. 


Now Jersey Orator Shouted Down. 
The chairman of the New Jersey 


delegation said that with one excep- 
tion the delegation was unanimous in 
deciding that no one should speak for 
New Jersey at this time. Mr. Cran- 
dall, the exception, was given 2 1-3 
minutes by the chair. Mr. Crandall 
was received with jeers and hisses. 
Amid much disorder he got as far as 
the planet Mars when the 
crowd 


drowned him oat 
He continued to 


speak on the floor and kept the con- 
vent ion in an uproar for some time. 
Roll call of states, about midway, was 
reached after four hours had been con- 
sumed. 


Senator Stewart Bowled Down. 


New York yielded her time to Colo- 


rado, and Mr. Patterson began to 
speak in favor of Mr. SewalL Eleven 
delegates from New York objected 
and demanded half the time. F atter- 
so' jc-/1 s hissed when he named Sewall. 
Ss^.e yielded part of his time to 
Senator Stewart of Nevada. Stewart 
asked if the convention would hear 
him a minute. There were shouts of 
"N<J!" When order was restored the 
senator talked silver. He urged thci 
nomination of Sewall as well as Bryan. 
Stewart was howled down, and th» 
chair suggested batter order if ad- 
journment was desired before Mon- 
day or Tuesday next. Ohio seconded 
the nomination of Watson. Pennsyl- 
vania declined to take up the time of 
the convention. 


Bryan'* Dispatch Oaued a Sensation. 
The nominations wera closed amid 


scenes of great excitement and a bal- 
lot ordered on vice-president. 
A dis- 


patch received by Senator Jones from 
Mr. Bryan directing the latter to with- 
draw his (Bryan's) name if Sewall 
was not nominated, became public 
property among the delegates anu 
created a mild sensation although such 
action on the part of the democratic 
presidential nominee was hinted at. 
Gen. Weaver proposed that one ballot 
be taken and that the convention ad- 
journ until daylight. 
There were 


shouts of "no," "finish the work." 
There was so much disorder that the 
chairman threatened to declare ad- 
journment unless order was restored, 
finally things quieted down somewhat 
and the roll call proceeded. 


Wataon Nominated. 


When Maine was reached 1 votes 


were cast for Watson, 2 for Page,. S for 
Burkett, 1 for Skinner and 1 for 
Minima. Maryland—Watson,4 1-3; Sew- 
all, 4 1-3. Massachusetts—Watson, 
10 1-2; Skinner, 5 1-4; Sewall, 2 6-8; 
Mhnms, 1 5-10; Page, 1 5-10. New 
Hampshire—Watson, 4. New Jersey— 
Watson, 11; Sewall, 1. New York, 
passed. Pennsylvania, passed. As the 
vote proceeded Minims and Burkett 
were recognized and withdrew. Sev- 
eral states changed to Watson and 
the nomination was made unanimous. 
Just at this point the lights went out, 
leaving the hall in complete darkness. 
Pandemonium reigned. 
The band 


played "Dixie" and the crowd yelled 
and cheered in the darkness. The 
convention was beyond the control of 
the chair and the sergeant-at-arms. 
The hall being in darkness no order 
could be obtained. 
Amid this turmoil 


the convention, at 12:50, Chicago time, 
adjourned until 9 o'clock this morning. 


No More Banlng at Xaraagansett Park.

8t Louis, Jnly 85.—The national 


silver party convention, afterva session 
of three days, last evening nomi- 
nated Bryan and Sewall, the demo- 
cratic nominees, for president and 
vice-president respectively, amid the 
wildest enthusiasm, and at 0:30 p. m. 
adjourned sine die. The 
silverites 


could easily have accomplished the 
work transacted in one day instead of 
three, but for the decision not to act 
on nominations until the populists 
were consulted. The 
platform, a 


straight-out declaration for free silver 
at 16 tol, without awaiting interna- 
tional agreement, had no opposition 
from the start, and the npeechmaking, 
which filled in the balance of the time 
until the conference committee re- 
ported that an agreement had been 
reached with tHe populists for each 
convention to act independently of 
each other as regards the nominations, 
was the principal diversion during the 
long wait 


Everybody Seemed Tired. 


When the convention was called to 


order at 10:40 for the third day's ses- 
sion there were but few visitors pres- 
ent and everybody seemed tired and 
anxious to leave for home. For an 
hour previous the band had been en- 
tertaining the audience with vigorous 
renditions of "Maryland, My Mary- 
land," "Marching Through Georgia," 
and "Dixie," but the delegates had 
even enough of that 
After the con- 


vention had come to order it was an- 
nounced that the conference committee 
of populists would meet with the silver 
committee at 1 o'clock and after ad- 
dresses by Sgnator Stewart of Nevada 
and Judge Scott of Omaha, a recess 
until 3 o'clock was token. 


Final Session. 


The last session of the national silver 


convention attracted the largest at- 
tendance of spectators that has honored 
the convention. A large proportion of 
the visitors were ladies. 
At 3:35 


o'clock Chairman St. John called the 
convention to order and introduced 
Rev. 
Mr. Haggerty, who Invoked the 


divine blessing upon the convention, 
its proceedings anl the country. Mr. 
Baker of California, chairman of the 
silver convention committee of confer- 
ence, reported in connection with the 
conferees from the populist convention. 
He said the delegates of that body 
were fully in accord with the senti- 
ments entertained bjr the convention. 
They earnestly desired to bring about 
the reforms whieh are so necessary 
to the people of the United States. 
The time at their disposal, Baker said, 
was so brief that the committee had to 
content themselves with a general 
statement of the sentiment animating 
them all The reading of the resolu- 
tion was received with applause. The 
report was adopted without debate. 


Platform Adopted. 


The next business being the report 


of the committee ou resolutions, Sena- 
tor Jones came forward and was given 
a most flattering reception, many of 
the delegates rising and cheering. He 
read the platform and address to the 
people of the United States. (The 
platform was printed in these dis- 
patches yesterday). The several decla- 
rations in favor of free coinage and de- 
nouncing bond issues were attentively 
listened to and provoked much ap- 
plause. 
The recommendation 
that 


Bryan 
and 
Sewall 
be nominated 


brought the whole convention to their 
feet with cheers and many demonstra- 
tions of delight Francis C. l/arno of 
Oregon moved that the resolutions be 
adopted as read. Mr. Hess of Illinois 
rising, as he said, for information, 
asked whether or not the recommenda- 
tion of the committee report meant 
another nomination of Bryan and Sew- 
alL He was Informed that the chair 
being in doubt would withhold the 
recommendation and rule that the 
convention would vote upon the reso- 
lutions as one. Hr. fiess then said he 
would speak to the resolutions as a 
platform. The chairman—It is to be 
hoped that the gentleman will be 
brief. After recovering from this shot 
Hess proceeded with his argument, 
when he was taken off the floor by a 
point of order made by Mr. Cole of 
Wisconsin and sustained by the chair. 
But before yielding the floor Hess 
moved to amend the motion to adopt 
the resolutions by substituting the 
financial plank of the democratic plat- 
form. No second was heard and the 
motion was not entertained. 
The 


platform was then adopted by a rising 
vote. 
Nomination Ordered. 


Mr. Pace of Nebraska moved that 


the convention proceed to the nomina- 
tion of a candidate for president and 
vice-president 
A number of sugges- 


tions and subordinate motions followed 
without 
action. Gen. 
Warner ex- 


plained why the committee on reso- 
lutions had recommended nomination 
instead ef endorsement—which was to 
meet the exigencies of the situation in 
several states, where nomination was 
necessary to enable the silver electors 
to be voted for. Mr. Pace's motion 
was adopted, and E, C. Little of Abi- 
lene, Kan., placed Mr. Bryan's name 
before the convention in a graceful, 
and at times forceful speech. L. C. 
Pace of Nebraska seconded the nomi- 
nation. Senator Maginley of Michi- 
gan, whose name was received with 
applause and laughter, because of its 
resemblance to that of the republican 
candidate, was recognized and also 
made a happy 
seconding sneech. 


The next speech was by Mrs. Stans- 
berry of Colorado, whose statement 
that the "protected" women of this 
zountiy received seven cents for mak- 
ing a shirt that a Chinaman was paid 
ten cents for ironing and that the 
women of Colorado would vote for the 
silver dollar, letting those who would 
vote for the gold dollar, rice and rats, 
evoked the wildest applause of the 
convention. Mr. Bashor of Waterloo, 
Iowa, said it took the Mark Banna 
syndicate two years at aa expense of 
9750,000 to nominate McKinley for the 
presidency at St. Lopis, while a twenty 


minute American speech nominated 
W. J. Bryan for the same high office 
at Chicago. Other speeches seconding 
'the nomination were made, and Mr. 
Dond of Missouri moved that the roll of 
states be called and the vote recorded. 
Another delegate moved that the 
nomination be made by acclamation. 
This seemed- to strike the convention 
favorably, and it was carried unani- 
mously by a rising vote. 


Wild Demonstration. 


The announcement by the chair was 


followed by a great wave of enthusi- 
asm, 
rolling over the convention hall, 


carrying the delegates Into chairs 
with umbrellas, hats and handker- 
chiefs in the air. Miss Lilly Fierce, 
the elocutionist, who recited the Decla- 
ration of Independence on the open- 
ing day, seized the large yellow ban- 
ner of the California Bimetallic league 
and marched around the hall followed 
by the delegates in single file. And 
all the while the band played "Hail 
Columbia" and 
"Yankee Doodle." 


Finally, Miss Pierce took the stage and 
a striking tableau was formed, she 
making the central figure, Bryan's 
picture for a background and flags and 
banners at the side, holding aloft in 
her fingers a silver dollar. 


Bewail Alto Chosen by Acclamation. 


When the delegates began to quiet 


down after a ten-minute 'demonstra- 
tion it was renewed by the familiar cry, 
"What's the matter with Bryan?" and 
the response, "He's ail right." Order 
being restored, Mr. Baker of California 
moved to proceed to the nomination 
of a candidate for floe-president and 
another delegate moved that it be done 
by acclamation. This seemed likely to 
be done without the formality of a 
nomination, but sufficient quiet was 


' finally eeoured to enable Alex. Troupe 
' of Connecticut, a personal friend of 
| Mr. Sewall, to put him formally before 


' the convention. 
The nomination was 


seconded by Mr. Niles of Ohio. Tae 
nomination of Mr. Sewall was made 
by acclamation and in a diminished 


I measure of spirit and time the demon-

was repeated, with variations. The

No Complimentary Rmolntlon*. 


A committee of one from each dele- 


gation was then named to notifty the 
candidates of the nomination. 
Pro- 


positions to extend votes of thanks to

Warner for their services in the silver 
cause, were on motion of Gen. Warner, 
laid OB the table. "We are not here," 
the general said, "to pass compliment- 
ary resolutions." 
Mr. Pace of Ne- 


braska moved as the sense of the con- 
vention that inasmuch as Bryan and 
Sewall will be notified of their nomi- 
nation by the democratic notification 
committee in the east, that Mr. Sewall 
come west with Mr. Bryan and receive 
the notification ef the nomination by 
this convention at the latter's home in 
Lincoln, Neb. Carried. Mr. Doud of 
Missouri moved that Mr. Lane of Cali- 
fornia, the gold miner who addressed 
the convention, be elected chairman of 
the national committee. Laid on the 
table. And then at 6:30 the conven- 
tion adjourned sine die.

The general money market 
la dull, due not only to caution on the 
part of banks in discounting, but to a 
falling oft in demand. The farorable 
feature in Chicago's trade situation It 
moderately increased orders for dry 
goods and hardware; almost every 
other line is quiet. Omaha's clothing 
trade Is brisk. Favorable advices come 
from Baltimore, where orders in gen- 
eral lines are fairly satisfaatory and 
the volume of business is larger than 
in the like portion of 1895, and from 
Galvestou, where business generally 
promisesiimprovement. 


Comparison of Price*. 


The regular quarterly comparison 


of prices of 108 staple products, pro- 
duce, etc., for fire years, makes it 
plain that values have materially re- 


i covered from the depression reached 


j since the panic of 1893. Co.irnred 


I with July 1,1891, when trade was geu- 
i erally depressed, there are forty in- 


creases in quotations on July 1 this 
year, about one-quarter being agricul- 
tural products, notably wheat, cotton 
and sugar. Other advances are for 
iron, steel, coal, hides, brick, glass, 
drugs and chemicals. Contrasted witli 
July 1, 1895, at which time there was 
a general advance in demand and 


i quotations, prices on July 1 this year 


, show 33 increases; contrasted with July 


1, 1893, 18 out of 108 items for which 
pries are given show advances to-day, 
•notably drugs, chemicals, hides, cop- 
per, petroleum, hay, flour and rice. 
Compared with July 1,1893, when gen- 
eral trade was prosperous, 22 quota- 
tions appear higher, including most of 
those last named. 


The Industrial SltuUon. 


The industrial situation is somewhat 


depressed, particularly in iron and 
steel, prices for most varieties of 
which, notably southern pig iron, are 
shaded. The encouraging feature in 
iron and steel is the extent to which 


i stacks have blown out. There is an 


increase in the number of strikibg em-

to. Production is materially curtailed 


i among manufacturers of woolens and 


i cotton, as heretofore, and in locomo- 
tives, hardware, silver, jewelry and 


. lumber industries. Shoe factories are 


l busy, mostly on old orders.' Eastern 


I wool dealer* report no demand, and 
some leading houses refuse to increase 
stocks either by purchase or consign- 
ment. Vhe principal activity in the 
dry goods trade appears to consist of 
preparations to show fall goods. 


Bank Clearings. 


Bank clearings throughout the Uni- 


ted States aggregate $989,000,000 this 
week, about 5 per cent, more than last 
week, and 7 per cent more than in the 
corresponding week one year ago. The 
Contrast with the like week in July in 
1891, when business was extremely de- 
pressed, Is more marked, showing an 
increase of 28 per cent, and as com- 
pared with the like week in 1893, this 
week's total shows an increase of 11 
per cent Contrasted with the corre- 
sponding total in 1892, bank clearings 
for the past six business days are 
smaller by only a fraction of 1 per 
cent 
The noteworthy advances in 


quotations this week are for wheat, 
flour, oats, ootton and petroleum, while 
decreases are shown in Indian corn, 
pork, lard, coffee, sugar and print 
cloths. Business failures for the week 
number 380 throughout the United 
States, against S55 last week, 339 in 
the week a year age and 237 in the 
week two years ago.
